ers, often their accomplices, or commit

plice of the poisoner Richard Varney. 
This miserable wretch is depicted as 
hiding from his pursuers in a secret 
cell. Tho entrance to this is fastened 
by means of a spring lock,'of which, 
however, he omits to retain the key, 
with the consequence that he eventually 
perishes miserably of mingled fear and 
famine. 


Lytton'a "Night and Morning" gives 


us the coiner Gawtrey, who meets his 
fato at the hands of the Paris police, 
from whom he is attempting to escape 
when a pistol shot drops him over the 
side of n house to perish miserably. 
This idea of falling from ;i height is by 
no means confined to Lytton. It is util- 
ized by Anthony Hope in "Phroso" 
and by Stanley Weyman in "Under the 
Red Robe,'' where tho villain and his 
victim fall from a lofty bridge into a 
seething torrent below. In this way, 
too, Conan Doyle killed the immortal 
Sherlock Holmes, who, fast locked in a 
struggle with "the greatest villain of 
them all," falls over an Alpine preci- 
pice. 


Wilkie Collins brings his principal 


villain, the double faced, calculating 
Count Fcsco, to an ignoble end, he dis- 
appearing for a time, only to reappear 
upon tho ghastly shelves of the Paris 
morgue.

mittee will supply Genral Brooke with 
copies of the Cuban muster rollu.

Eureka. Cal., April 5.—One of the 


worst wrecks, considered 
from 
the 


standpoint of the loss of life, in the 
history of HumbolcH bar, took place 
when the little stc-amer Chilkat, with 
19 souls on board, left Hureka on her 
trip to San Francisco. 


The bar was rough, but the steamer 


t.'as almost over and had blown thrcu 
whistles to indicate that fact, and had 
turned toward the south, when a break- 
er struck uer beam and 
she immedi- 


ately capsized. 


There were six passengers and 13 in 


the crew. All but nine were lost. The 
vessel lies bottom up and is pounding 
!n the breakers north of the south jet- 
ty. She will come ashore before long. 
The beach is strewn with wreckage. 


The names of all the seamen lost are 


not yet known. The drowned include, 
however, the captain, F. B. Anderson; 
the second officer, name unknown; P. 
E. Capolla, cook, and A. Johnson, sea- 
man. 
The lost passengers are: M. O. 


Buzon, Peter Fry, E. O'Brien, E J. Rol- 
and. 


The Chiikat was a screw steamship, 


built in Astoria in 1890 for the North 
Pacific Steamship company. 
She was 


105 feet long, 20 feet beam, and her net 
tonnage was 206. For the past few 
years she had been under command of 
Captain Anderson, and was engaged in 
the coast trade, both for passengers 
and freight.

Washington, April 5.—The news of 


the Cuban assembly's vote for imme- 
diate dissolution and disbandment of 
the army was received here with relief 
and gratification. The prolonged strug- 
gle over the payment of the Cuban 
army had begun to exhaust the pa- 
tience of the authorities here.
